TRAIN AND PLANE INFORMATION 


Air Canada, United and American airlines have many flights a day 


between Chicago and Toronto, leaving from O’Hare Airport. 


In the eastern part of the country, there are direct flights to Toron- 
to from New York and Cleveland.
